Washington, D. C., May 25.—The Nation's coat of living 


bill probably will be reduced nearly one billion dollars a year 
as the result of the 10% reduction in freight rates ordered by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, government 'statistical 
experts stated today. This means a saving of $10.00 a year on 
every person's freight bill. The reduction will cut the Nation's 
freight bill from three to four hundred million dollars a year. 
The government officials estimated that a decrease or increase 
in freight charges is about tripled by the time it is finally 
passed on to the consumer.

Pittsburgh, Pa., May 25.-—John A. Bell, Pittsburgh bank- 


er today declared that Harmon M. Kephart came to him in 
1918 
during the war, and sought to have bank checks of the 


Carnegie Trust Company substituted for fttate Treasury checks. 
Assuming that he was acting within his official authority, hi? 
request was complied with. 
"In 1918, during the war, Mr Kephart, then State Treas- 


urer, came to me as President of the Carnegie Trust Company, 
which was one of the depositories of the Treasury in Allegheny 
County, with reference to the matter of transferring the State 
collections to the State Treasury. 
He informed me that he 


intended to assemble about $500,000 for aa emergency fund. 
He asked the substitution of bank checks Tor the Treasury 
checks and that the fund be split up fnto smaller amounts so 
that he could readily use the funds. Every facility was Afford- 
ed the auditing company in its investigation and I am glad to 
note from the report that every cent due the State was paid."

Washington, D. C., May 25.—The Nation's coat of living 


bill probably will be reduced nearly one billion dollars a year 
as the result of the 10% reduction in freight rates ordered by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, government 'statistical 
experts stated today. This means a saving of $10.00 a year on 
every person's freight bill. The reduction will cut the Nation's 
freight bill from three to four hundred million dollars a year. 
The government officials estimated that a decrease or increase 
in freight charges is about tripled by the time it is finally 
passed on to the consumer.
